OUT is a direct result of some 
defect in the kidneys, in 
which they are unable to excrete 
large amounts of ‘wie acid and 
permit it to accumulate in the 
blood. There are other indica- 
tions that it belongs to the al- 
lercic group of discases, such as 
asthma, hay fever, and hives. It 
is frequently accompanied by 
cleabetes. and arteric - sclerosis 
with resulting heart trouble is 
common. 

Tt occurs beth in the acute and 
chronic form. A typical attack of 
acute gout is very interesting to 
the patient. It usually comes on 
at night. There may have been 
some digestive disturbance and 
Gepression for a day or two, but 
very often they may be feeling 
unusually well, until wakened at 
night by an acute pain. It is 
usually in one of the big toes, 
though it may be situated in the 
heel or ankle. 


Wherever it is, it grows worse. 
It is often described as a grind- 
ing or crushing, pain, or as an 
intense burning pain like some- 
one had pushed a red hot poker 
through the toe. The weight of 
the bed clothes or someone walk- 
ing in the room may cause in- 
tense discomfort. Towards morn- 
ing the pain subsides and the 
patient may sleep. 


On awakening, he finds the 
joint greatly swollen and ex- 
tremely tender.

USE OF CREAMS 


By JACQUELINE HUNT 


ITTLE lines at the corners of 
the eyes are aging to an oth- 
erwise youthful face, and cause 
nearly as much unhappiness as 
those first gray hairs, These lit- 
tle lines may result from eye 
strain or from neglect. The skin 
around the eyes is very thin, dry 
and more delicate than that on 
any other part of the body, and 
after twenty-five that skin needs 
outside help to retain its youth- 
ful firmness and health. 
You can buy special creams for 


the delicate tissues around the 
eyes. However, any rich cream 
such. as you use on your face can 
be used if you prefer it. The 
main thing is to use it regularly. 
Take up quite a bit of the 
cream on your. fingertip) and 
spread it smoothly, beginning at 
the inner corner of the upper 
eyelids and carry it straight 
cros. to the outer corners and 
over the tem-

If the skin under your eyes 
has a tendency to sag and crin- 
kle, use the cream each night, 
ihen wipe away the excess and 
use ice water or a specially pre- 
pared tonic for the eye areas. 
These usually contain camphor 
or other beneficial astringent in- 
gredients. Dip little pads of cot- 
ton*in the ice water or special 
tonic and leave over the eyes and 
surrounding areas for a few min- 
utes 

Occasionally, when the eye 
wrinkles are quite deep, the 
cream can be left on overnight. 
In the morning, smooth a little 
more cream around the eyes and 
leave on while you have your 
shower and slip into your under- 
things. Then wipe away as much 
of the cream as you can and 
splash very cold water over, and 
into, the eyes. Dry with a soft, 
absorbent towel and apply your 
make-up. 


This treatment is usually suf- 
ficient to soften, and sometimes 
even eradicate, lines around the 
eyes. More important, it will pre- 
vent the formation of new lines 
—if you have been careful to 
eliminate the primary cause. If 
the lines were caused originally 
from eyestrain, see your oculist 
and get glasses or try eye exer- 
cises. Lack of sleep or nervous- 
ness are also frequent causes of 
temporary lines about the eyes & 
and these are pretty much sub- 
ject to your control. 

Really deep lines that have 
persisted for a long time can be 
removed only by surgery and this 
is usually an expensive and not 
always satisfactory method.

When the child has been ill, 
however, indifference and lack of 
appetite may seriously slow down 
his recovery. At such times 
mothers should do everything.

Sometimes this can be done 
by trickery and sometimes a lit- 
tle subtle coaxing or an appeal 
to the child’s sportsmanship will 
bring results. 

The food itself (in most cases) 
must be nourishing and it should 
be as carefully prepared and 
seasoned as possible.

Children like httle things and 
you may find that a little girl 
will drink her milk without a 
murmur if she is permitted to 
pour it fiom her doll’s tea set 
pitcher into a little cup, espe- 
cially if dolly can be an onlooker.
